London, Sept. 29.—A dispatch from Copen- 
hagen says that the death of Queen Louise of 
Denmark occurred at 5:30 this morning. 
Her Majesty was unconscious and her pulse 
and respiration were almost imperceptible 
for many hours before. Her physicians em- 
ployed oxygen to facilitate her respiration. 
The whole: royal family was at her bedside. 


Queen Louise of Denmark, daughter of 
the Landgrave William of Hesse-Cassel, 
was born on Sept. 7, 1817. She was married 
in May, 1842, to Christian IX. 

Queen Louise was a niece of King Chris- 
tian VIII. of Denmark. : 

Notwithstanding her advanced age, Queen 
Louise had preserved a remarkable youth- 
fulness of appearance, and was so active 
that when she attended the wedding of her 
grandson, the Duke of York, in 1893, com- 
ments as to her youthful vigor were freely 
interchanged among those present. 

A Danish newspaper once described Queen 
Louise as the ‘‘ mother-in-law of half Eu- 
rope.“ The fortunate way in which her 
children’ were married off is almost pro- 
verbial. They were, without exception, 
born with more than the average share of 
good looks, and the Queen concentrated all 
her remarkable gifts of fascination and 


diplomacy upon securing for them the high- 


est possible positions. 

In this aim she was wonderfully success- 
ful. Alexandra, the eldest daughter, is the 
Princess of Wales; Dagmar, the second 
daughter, was married to the late Czar of 
Russia, and Thyra, the third daughter, is 


Duchess of Cumberland. The second son is. 


King George I. of Greece. To have been at 
once mother-in-law of the Russian Czar 
and of the future King of England and 
mother of the King of Greece is certainly 
a marvelous position, and one of which 
Queen Louise could scarcely have dreamed 
when she was the wife of a poor princely 
officer in the Danish army. 

The Queen was remarkably gifted in many 
ways. With the extremely useful education 
which was imparted to her daughters all are 
familiar. The early days of the Princess of 
Wales and her sisters were not remarkably 
affluent ones, so that the training of neces- 
sity compelled much of the usetui. 

The Princess of Wales’ good taste and re- 
markable needlework abilities seem to have 
been inherited, as her Majesty the Queen 
was much gifted in that direction. She 
painted well, and, in spite of her deafness, 
was a skillful and cultivated musician, being 
a good pianist, and a harpist of more than 
ordinary ability. Whenever the opportu- 
nity presented itself, her great delight was 
to e part in harp trios with either 
profe@sional players or finished amateurs. 
The universal popularity of the Danish sov- 
ere was amply shown on the occasion 
of théir golden wedding in May, 1892, when 
congratulations and presents poured in ftom 
nearly every quarter of the globe. 


WESTERN STATES 
SUFFERING FROM . 
TORRID WEATHER. 


Temperature in Kansas, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, and Oklahoma Above 90 De- 

grees— Local Showers and Pleasant 
Rreezes Predicted for Chicago. 


Several Western States are suffering from 
a hot spell unprecedented at this time of the 
year. The highest temperature in Dodge 
City, Kas., yesterday was 92° and in Con- 
eordia, Kas., it was 94°. At Kansas City, 
Mo., the maximum temperature was 92°; at 
Omaha it was 94°; Des Moines, Ia., 92°: St. 
Louis, 90°; and in Oklahoma, 90°. 

The heat in Kansas for four or five days 
has been almost unbearable. The high tem- 
perature is due to southerly winds, which 
have been blowing straight into the north. 
Last Wednesday the highest temperature in 
Dodge City, Kas., was 82°; the next day it 
was 86°, and the next 92°, and the heat wave 
was in full swing.

SAY VICTIM WILL SURVIVE. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Sept. 28.—[Special.]— 
Governor Andrew Jackson Smith of the 
Soldiers’ Home atrsanta Monica was shot 
four times this rning by one of the in- 
mates of the home, Albert C. Bradley, a 
Vermont ex-soldier, who is racked by disease 
and rendered frenzied by his pain and the 
despair of being old, ill, and without hope. 
The attempt on Smith's life today is the 
second within a year, a demented ex-soldier 
having demolished his residence in Leaven- 
worth, Kas., by dynamite in June, 1897. 

Governor Smith of the home had just fin- 
ished holding his police court in the guard- 
house and was on his way to the headquar- 
ters building. He was within fifteen or 
twenty feet of the door, when Bradley came 
behind him and commenced firing. Smith 
started to run, but Bradley kept up his fusil- 
lade, four of the bullets taking effect. 


was taken in custody and placed in the 
guardhouse until the arrival of a Deputy 
| Sheriff, who brought him to this city and 
lodged him in jail. 


One bullet passed through Governor 


| Smith’s right shoulder blade, another pierced 


his thigh a few inches above the pelvic bone, 
one shattered the right arm, and another 
passed through the cuff of the right sleeve 
of the shirt. 


Will Probably Live. 

The post doctors made a hurried examina- 
tion and at first it was thought that Smith 
could live no more than a few moments, but 
he rallied rapidly after he was taken to his 
home, and tonight the news was given 
out that he will probably recover, unless 
blood poisoning sets in. 

The crime is the result of a long feud be- 
tween the men and the Governor, owing 
to what they term his martinet manner of 
conducting the home. 

Bradley had no particular personal grudge 
against his victim. He has a clean record 
as far as conduct goes, never having been 
before the Governor except on one occasion, 


about his seat at the table, but this was set- 
tled amicably. A sullen, morose disposition 
caused Bradley to be generally avoided by 
his companions. 

Orderly Potter was on the porch of the 
headquarters building when his attention 
was attracted by the shots, and he, with 
others, ran to the Governor’s assistance. 
The wounded man seemed to think more of 
capturing his assailant than of his own 
wounds, for he shouted to Potter: : 

Arrest that man! Stop him! I don’t know 
him!“ 


Bullet for Himself.

Denounced in a Letter. 

When, previous to the dynamiting episode, 
the Congressional committee met to inves- 
tigate the home, Oliver, the dynamiter, sent 
to one of the men connected with the prose- 
cution the following remarkable statement 
of wrongs alleged to have been Committed by 
Smith: 

One of the most damnable pieces of vil- 
lainy of which this black-hearted villain is 
guilty is persecuting men after they leave 
the home. When he has a particle of spite 
against some one he waits till he geis a 


chance, and he don’t wait long to get a 


chance. He will fire a man out on some 
pretext or other, then, in addition to the for- 
mal printed charges, a copy of whick. is 
sent to all the homes, this revengeful, !ying 
dévil in human shape will write a private 
letter blackening the man’s character. 

For years this place has been surrounded 
with spotters and informers, degraded crea- 
tures, who would slander their own mothers 
to get a little favor or recognition from their 
master, and when Smith is done with one of 
them he tosses them aside as he would a 
cigar stump. 

People outside cannot be made to under- 
stand or believe what a reign of terror exists 
here. I cannot account for it except it is by 
Smith's malignant personality, coupled with 
his brutal, bulldozing tactics, and the fact 
that most of the men here are old and feeble 
in body or mind.” Why, men told me that on 
election day they would not go on the vike 
for fear Smith would see them and think 
they were going to Lansing to vote for Dick 
Blue.

It is sald 
the disease was brought on, or at !east 
hastened, by a letter which Dr. Todd re- 
ceived after ming to Chicago, announcing 
that two rabbits inoculated from the brain 
of the dog had died of rabies within 
eighteen days. 

Within the last twenty-four hours the 
symptoms of rabies have taken an alarm- 
ing turn, and the doctor was taken to the 
hospital from the Great Northern Hotel, 
where he had been staying while under- 
going treatment. Last night the disease had 
progressed so far that even a cold draft 
of air or the taste of cold water brought on 
convulsions. It is feared that the crisis 
the disease will be reached by Friday. 


Struggle with the Dog. 

Dr. Todd received the laceration of the 
29 while trying to save 
the insane patients under his charge from 
the fate which now threatens to overtake 
him. A dog, which had previously bitten 
another animal, ran amuck among the asy- 
lum patients, and after a terrible struggle 
was killed by Dr. Todd almost single- 
handed. He was the only person who re- 
ceived a wound from the animal, and in his 
case the injury was confined to the one 
wound on his hand. 

Dr. Tedd immediately cauterized it. It 
was not surely known at the time that the 
deg had rabies, but to make sure the 
stomach of the animal was examined, and 
discovered to be full of sticks and rudbish

On learning this, Dr. Todd started for Chi- 
cago, although the injury to his thumb had 
almost completely healed.

In Good Spirits at First. 

The victim registered at the Great North- 
ern in the best of spirits. He is a man of 
remarkably fine physique—six feet tall and 
weighing over 200 pounds. He placed him- 
self under the care of Dr. Antonio Lagorio 
of the Pasteur Institute. The inoculation 
treatment was begun just fifteen days after 
the encounter with the dog. Dr. Todd at- 


continued to appear every day at the in- 
stitute for treatment. 

Six days after he came he received a 
letter from Dr. Olemacher saying the dog 
undoubtedly had been suffering from rabies. 
Two rabbits had been inoculated from the 
brain, the tetter said, and had died in 
eighteen days—convincing proof. Within 
a few hours after reading the letter Dr. Todd 
developed symptoms of melancholia. When 
he appeared next day for treatment his 
whole manner had changed. Instead of 
joking with his physicians, he was morose 
and silent. Although he did not mention the 
letter, it was evident the patient was much 
affected by reading it. Within a few days 
he was in such condition mentally that his 
physician deemed it unwise to let him go 


unattended. 


His Condition Alarming. )

Pasteur Institute in an alarming condition. 
The wound in the thumb had grown worse, 
he was suffering severe pains in the entire 
arm, and his mental condition had become 
almost pitiable.

FRANCE AND ENGLAND

London, Sept. 28.~The newspapers of the 
country are clamorously demanding that 
the government take the public into its con- 
fidence in regard to the Fashoda affair, 
having been informed that General Kitch- 
ener’s report has reached the Foreign office 
and that it makes interesting developments.

M. Delcasse this afternoon, but the com- 

missioners will not meet officially until Sat- 

urday, when they will assemble in the mag- 
nificent Salle des Ambassadeurs at the Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs. 

Nothing will be done at this meeting ex- 

cept to arrange for the first serious session 

on Monday or Tuesday. Meanwhile the 
members of the two commissions maintain 

a stony: silence. Each commission is trying

There could be no greater contrast between 
the two nations than that presented by the 
methods of the Peace commission.

Her Father’s Tragic Death. 


Finding that his own men were engaged 
he rode to the firing line. Crossing a field 
he and his sole attendant, a Sergeant, came 
on two federal stragglers. The Sergeant 
ordered them to surrender and they complied. 
He took from them their rifies, but left their 


face with the cape of his overcoat. ‘ This is 
the highest compliment that can be paid toa 
soldier,’ said General Lee, ‘that even his 
enemies forbear to touch his dead body.’ 
As I grew up I lived in various parts of 
the South. Until the last two years I have 
attended every reunion of the Confederate 
veterans for ten years. I have received 
many gifts of badges from different camps, 
and I prize them highly. Among them is a 
ribbon bearing a diamond badge. inscribed 
with the words, ‘ We all loved him.’ A gild 
star engraved with General Lee’s portrait 
was presented to me by the Robert Lee Post. 
My father’s own regiment before he became 
a General officer presented me an enameled 
shield inscribed The Invincibles—Thirteenth 


Virginia.“ The A. P. Hill Camp of Peters- 


burg, Va., gave me a shield enameled with 
the Confederate battle flag, and the gift of 
the Louisiana Post of the Army of Northern 
Virginia was a crescent and a pelican, sym- 
bolic of Louisiana and New Orleans, over 
a pendant consisting of the battle flag set 
with diamonds.”

TROOPS ORDERED T0 
QUELL INDIAN: ROW 
IN MINNESOTA. 


Nearly Two Hundred Chippewas Revolt 
Against the United States Authority 
and Refuse to Obey the Laws Made 
for Their Benefit. 7

St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 28.—[Special.]—A de- 
tachment of the Third United States In- 
fantry, in command of Lieutenant C. B. 
Humphrey, will leave Fort Snelling on Fri- 
day morning for the scene of the Jndian dis- 
turbance in the Leech Lake country. 

Acting on a request of the Secretary of the 
Interior for troops to preserve order and to 
protect lives and property of residents in the 
Leech Lake country, the Secretary of War 
today sent a telegram to Brigadier General 
Bacon, commanding the Department of Da- 
kota, instrueting him to use his discretion 
in the matter. General Bacon took imme- 
diate action, and after consulting Marshal 
O’Connor as to the actual condition he de- 
cided to send an officer and twenty men as 
soon as they could arrange to leave. The 
order asked for twenty men, but twice that 
number were put in readiness in case of an 
emergency. 

The scene of the disturbance is on Bear 
Island, in the northern part of the State. 
The troops will have to march fronr Walker 
to Bear Island, where between 100 and 200 
Indians of the Chippewa tribes have insti- 
tuted a revolt, and are virtually outlaws. 

The disturbance began when a United 
States Marshal arrested two of the Indi- 
ans and the others came to their rescue and 
took them from the marshal and his posse 
by force. They then declared to the authori- 
ties that they would make laws of their own, 
and would refuse to obey the laws of the 
United States. | 

It is believed at army headquarters that 
it will be unnecessary to shed blood, because 
the Indians will bably make no attempt 
to rescue those of their number whom the 
Marshal arrests when they see the uniform 
and arms of Uncle Sam.

OFF THEIR TRAIL. 


Bank Crackers Employ an Ingenius 
Ruse to Invite Belief That Their 


Flight Is. Made on a Handcar—Sus- 


pect Released. 


Delphi, Ind., Sept. 28.—[Special.]—While 
clews and theories have multiplied today 
concerning the whereabouts and identity of 
the robbers who shot and seriously wounded 
Banker W. H. Lenon and looted his bank 
of $12,000 at Flora yesterday morning, the 
authorities are farther than ever from a 
prospect of making any important capture 
in conection with the case. 

James A. Dignan, the man arrested at Cly- 
mers within few hours of the robbery, 
has been released after a preliminary hedr- 
Ing. 
The developments of the day have resulted 
in the d ination that the work done 
at Flera was that of expert safeblowers. 

It was also agreéd before the day’s investi- 
gations ended that the robbers did not es- 
eape by a handcar, but by vehi and on 
foot, and that by a ruse they e the 
icwnspeople believe a handcar had been 
used. > 

When the people of the village flockéd into 
the streets after the explosion what frst 
attracted their notice was a number of men 
running north and some distance from the 
bank, all crying: 

„There they go! Shoot them: There are 
the robbers! They're getting on a handcar! 


Snoot them before they get away.“

SHIRT MAY GIVE | 


-CLEW T0 MURDER. 


Deputy Coroner Weekler 
Finds a Piece of Sleeve Spat- 
tered with Blood. 


STAINED BUTTON IN CUFF 


Possibly Will Lead to Identifica- 
tion of the Slayer of Jennie 
Hickey. 


TWO MEN ALLOWED TO GO. 


Deputy Coroner Weckler has been doing 
a little detective work in the Hickey case 
and has trace of a man’s shirt spotted with 
blood, which may prove of value in clearing 
up the mystery. He also has a link cuff 
button which he thinks was worn by the 
murderer of Jennie Hickey. The cuff button 
was attached to the remnant of a sleeve— 
supposed to be a part of the same shirt— 
which had been torn away from the body 
of the garment. There is blood on the cuff 
button also and the Deputy Coroner thinks 
he will be able to prove the ownership of the 
button. 

The inquest will be held this afternoon at2 
o’clock at 22 Adams street. It isknown that 
Police Captain Hayes’ men are scouring the 
South Side for witnesses to uphold his sui- 
eide theery. Deputy Coroner Weckler, on 
the other hand, is of the belief, from his 
personal investigations, that a foul murder 
has been committed. Many witnesses will be 
examined and it is expected the session will 
be lively, owing to the animosity shown by 
certain police officers toward the efforts of 
the Coroner to get at the bottom of the case. 

Weckler got trace of the shirt at Collins’ 
livery stable, Forty-first street and Cottage 
Grove avenue, a short distance from where 
Rutledge said he delivered his last bundle. 
The shirt had been carried away, but an em- 
ployé of F. T. Conrad, flour and feed dealer, 
4105 Cottage Grove avenue, had preserved 
one of the cuff buttons found in the shirt. 
The cuff button is smeared apparently with 
blood and may turn out to be an important 


clew. 
Story Told by Ned 2. nee 
ed Spear, an employé at the , 
— the following story in connection with 
shirt: 
“ Early on Wednesday morning, after Jen- 
nie Hickey was killed and before her body 
was discovered, some one dropped a shirt 
in one of the refuse boxes by the railroad 
track. I open the store at 6 o’clock in the 
morning, and the little dog which we keep 
about the place found a sleeve and car- 
ried it in the shop. I took the sleeve from 
the dog and examined it. It had been torn 
away from the rest of the shirt about four 
or five inches above the cuff. The goods 
were white mixed with black. A link cuff 
button was in the cuff and I took it out. I 
threw the sleeve in the refuse box and I 
guess it has been carried away. We told 
a policeman in uniform about finding the 
shirt the next morning, but I guess he 
never did anything about it.“ 
IL. E. Meats, a carpenter living in the vi- 
cinity; said he saw the dog pick up the 
sleeve in Cottage Grove avenue near the 
railroad tracks. 
Will Mear, an employé of the Collins com- 
any, said when he woke. at 6 o’clock on 
ednesday morning he found what seemed 
to him an entire shirt lying in the box. It 
was partly covered with blood, and he won- 
dered about it but did not examine it closely. 
Last Monday a garbage man who had never 
appeared around the barn before came 
along and not only cleaned out an ashbox 


the stables. The last box contained the 
shirt. It is unusual for a garbage wagon 
to mix ashes and other refuse, and the man 
who took away the shirt had no authority 
to touch the box, as the Collins company 
has a contract for the removal of its gar- 
bage. Manager Johnson of the company 
said the action of the garbage collector was 
peculiar. 

Deputy Coroner Weckler also examined 
the room occupied by Niemeyer at the Stone 
residence. The room is disordered, showing 
how quickly Niemeyer had got out of the 
house after he had received orders. 
Coroner ordered the room locked up until 
further orders. 

Mr. Weckler also visited the barn back of 
the residence of Mrs. Vernon Shaw Kennedy, 
3524 Michigan avenue, where Rosenbaum 
said they had secured the victoria which 
they had used the night Rutledge was ar- 
rested. Mrs. Kennedy and her family are 
abroad and the barn has been locked for

Neither Rosenbaum nor 
Niemeyer is supposed to have any right of 
access to the barn, as they were not con- 
nected with the Kennedy household in any 
way. It is supposed they gained entrance 
by false keys. 

In an upper room of the barn were found 
stains Which were probably made by grease, 
but Mr. Weckler took away a sample of the 
stuff so that it might be examined undera 
microscope. 

The value of the shirt find,“ said Mr. 
Weckler, lies in the fact that we have 
traced one of the suspected men to Forty- 
first street and Drexel boulevard, where he 
said he went to deliver a bundle. He never 
went there, though a name was forged to 
the receipt book as if to demonstrate that 
he had been there. Within two blocks of 
that place we get trace of a shirt covered 
with blood. The garbage man who removed 
that shirt ought to come to our assistance 
and see if he cannot find where he dumped it. 


Weckler Criticises Hayes. 
Everything points conclusively to the 


fact that Jennie Hickey was murdered, and 
if we had had proper assistance from Captain 
Hayes the mystery would long ago have been 
solved. When I spoke to him about the 
clothes Rutledge wore on the night of the 
death of Jennie Hickey, Hayes told me to go 
over to the Rutledge house and get them. 
Before I could get there he arrived at the 
house. Mrs. Rutledge had the alleged 
clothes which Rutledge wore all laid out on 
the bed. She told me Captain Hayes had 
just been there and told her to get them out. 
I do not understand this kind of business. 
Rutledge changed his clothes before he came 


out on the street Wednesday morning and 


I would have liked to see them. But I guess 
there is small chance for that now. Hayes 
seemed to manifest a remarkable interest in 
Rutledge and he has not been of any assist- 
ance to us.“ 

August Niemeyer, alias “‘ Ha Stone,“ 
and George Rosenbaum, suspected of having 
knowledge of the manner of Jennie Hickey’s 
death, were examined at length by Inspector 
Hartnett, who said both men had satisfied 
him that they knew nothing about the case. 
They were accordingly given their liberty. 

I have nothing to say as to my conclu- 
sions in this case,“ said Inspector Hartnett. 
“I think Rosenbaum is not a responsible 
man. What he has told me and what he 
may tell me are entirely different things. 
Niemeyer tells a straight story. I have no 
ground to hold either of these men, but I 
am sure that neither of them is likely to 
disappear.“ 

Immediately after the interview with Nie- 
meyer and Rosenbaum Inspector Hartnett 
jumped in his buggy and drove rapidly to the 
Thirty-fifth Street Police Station, where he 
held a long consultation with Captain Hayes 
of that district. Captain Hayes and the 
Inspector made a long tour of the neighbor- 
hood of the Hickey and Rutledge homes, 
after which Inspector. Hartnett entered the 
cell of Rutledge and again put the prisoner 
through a rigid process of questioning. 
Neither of the officers would express any 
opinion on the case last evening. 

Many a good case has been spoiled by 
policemen doing too much talking.“ said the 
Inspector, and it is too early to talk vet.“

WHY THE VOLUNTEERS CANNOT YET 
BE MUSTERED OUT, 

There has been a strong pressure brought 
to bear by most of the volunteer regiments 
for their discharge since the protocol was 
signed by Spain and the United States. The 
men take the ground that the war is over 
and their services will not be needed any 
longer for active campaigning, that there 
is no longer an opportunity to take part 
in fighting, and that the regulars can do 
all the garrison duty hereafter that will 
be needed in Cuba or elsewhere. After 
this plausible statement the soldiers and 
their jmmediate friends naturally ask why 
they are kept in the service and not paid 
off and honorably discharged. It is 
even reported that some volunteers 
having grown homesick and tired of In- 
action have “skipped” off before get- 
ting a discharge and back pay. How do 
they expect to receive an honcrable dis- 
charge and back pay “hereafter with the 
army records bearing such a report? De- 
sertion is a crime, whatever those men 
guilty of it may think to the contrary. 

But there is another view of this matter. 
Peace has not yet been made with Spain. 
We have only a truce or protocol—a tem- 
porary cessation of hostilities until terms 
ef peace are made or the two nations dis- 
agree, when fighting must be resumed. 
The American commission to frame peace 
terms is now in Paris and so is the Spanish 
commission, and they have begun work. 
Already there are signs that the Span- 
iards will not accept the American terms 
in regard to Cuba, and more especially the 
Philippines, nor will our people accept their 
offers by a good deal. The President is 
evidently impressed with the gravity of the 
situation. Hence he is hurrying more war- 
ships and troops to the Philippines, and 
is getting troops ready to enter Cuba just 
as soon as he sees that Spain does not 
intend to vacate it. 8 

By the time the cool, fall weather sets 
in and the fever season is over, he intends 
to have plenty of fighting men ready to 
occupy that island without a day’s delay, so 
that the whole business can be settled this 
winter while the weather is pleasant, dry, 
and healthy. From November until May 
next the Cuban climate is charming—no- 
where more so on the North American 
continent—and no place can be more 
healthy for our soldiers if their 
officers and doctors see to it that 
they take reasonable, common sense care 
of their health. Nothing but the most 
culpable carelessness need cause any man 
to get sick there. In point of fact Cuba in 
winter is far more pleasant and comfortable 
than any place north of the Cotton States. 

Just how many men the President may 
need this fall and winter in Cuba, or 
Porto Rico, or the Philippines, to rid them 
of the Spaniards, to enforce complete peace, 
and put hose islands in first-class shape, 
cannot be foretold now. Some men will 
be uéeded in any case—whether many or 
few, in the present state of the war 
game, cannot be told. Spain wi!l undoubt- 
edly behave as meanly and trickily as it 
knows how. It would not bein accordance 
with Spanish nature to do otherwise, 
and there is a fair chance it will have to 
be licked some more. It is trying to coax, 
bribe, or inveigle some strong European 
power to take its part against us. It would 
be willing to turn over to Germany or 
France its claim to the Philippine Islands— 
every one of them—for the sake of such 
support and the sweet revenge to be de- 
rived from involving us in a war with 
some of them. f 

In such an emergency for the government 
to discharge its two-year enlisted, trained 
volunteers would be to play into the hands 
of Spain, and to tempt some other powers 
to accept its bribe of islands to defy this 
country unprepared for war. 

The volunteers and their friends must 
not overlook or forget those contingencies 
in the desire to be mustered out before 
doing any active service, and sent home 
before the country knows whether peace 
will be concluded or that the war must go 
on this winter. If the war is resumed, 80 
far as their environments in Cuba are con- 
cerned, it will be a pienie for a true, fear- 
less, gallant, young American soldier, who 
will always thereafter be glad he had a 
chance to take part in. 

Therefore they should put away all boyish 
homesickness and hold themselves in readi- 
ness, for the time when the real fun 
they expected to take part in is but a few 
weeks off. | | 

The President will not ask or require a 
volunteer to stay in the ranks a day longer 
than he can help it and protect the republic's 
interests. It is no time now for volun- 
teers to be discharged and paid off. Let 
them remain in the service until it is certain 
they are not wanted. Then they can be 
honorably discharged with back pay and 
glory besides. Every man capable of duty 
should remain on duty until he is assured he 
is not needed any longer.

It is difficult to make any impression on 
that spirit of dilatoriness and forgetfulness 
which makes so many men _ non-voters. 
There ought not to be so much difficulty | 
about convincing men who think only Presi- 
dential elections are of importance that the 
off-year Congressional and legislative elec- 
tions are of equal importance. Of those 
who voted for McKinley in 1896 the great 
majority did so, not to get. offices, but be- 
cause they believed in Republican principles 
of government and wished to see them car- 
ried out. It is not enough, however, to elect 
a Republican President. There should be 
behind him a House and Senate of the same 
political faith. The present House is Re- 
publican; the Senate is not. The elections 
to be held month after next will decide 
whether or not the Senate is to become Re- 
publican and the House remain so. Hence all 
who voted for Republican principles in 1896 
should do so this year. They cannot afford 
to take their hands from the plow. 

The first day of registration comes on one 
of the jubilee days. Some of the politicians 
are afraid that as a consequence there will 
be comparatively little registering done on 
the first day; that a great many persons will 
wait for the second day, and that the pres- 
sure then will be so great that numbers will 
fail to get registered. There may be some 
grounds for this fear, Therefore all whose 
memories do not play them false, and who 
can spare the few minutes which it takes 
to get registered, ought to attend to the 
matter on the 18th of October. They can 
do so without its interfering with their en- 
joyment of the jubilee.

That 
doughty Admiral has cabled to the Navy De- 
partment that he has captured a filibuster- 
ing vessel with which the Filipinos have been 
landing large quantities of arms at 
Batangas. Though the arms are avowedly 
for use against the Spaniards if the Ameri- 
cans withdraw, the landing of them in the 
face of Americah occupation is a mark of bad 
faith. And though the German and other 
foreign warships seem to have left Manila 
suddenly for the scene of the Chinese trou- 
bles, there is no telling when they may re- 
turn and be tempted to do something unwise. 
The Oregon and lowa are excellent peace 
agents, and the government will undoubt- 
edly feel relieved when they arrive at Ma- 
nila. 


ROTTEN DEMOCRATIC PRACTICES. 

Ex-Assessor Gunning’s second heavy fine 
for blackmail calls attention to the cool ef- 
frontery with which he carried on his work 
of plundering private citizens by the shame- 
less misuse of his office.

PROHIBITION IN CANADA. 

There is a suggestion that modern issues 
have obtained a foothold in conservative 
Canada in the fact that voters there will 
have the opportunity of passing today on 
the question of prohibition of the importa- 
tion, manufacture, or sale of alcoholic or 
intoxicating liquors of all sorts.

Quebec, Sept. 28.—The belief has become 


general in well informed circles here that 
the chief result of the work of the joint high 
commisasien will be the framing of a treaty 
embodying a general adjustment of all ques- 
tions, ad that the treaty will be such as 
to meet the approval of both the United 
States and the British government. 


In all probability the conference will 2d- 
urn about Oct. 8, to meet again in Wash- 
on in November, when the work of the 


commission will be completed and the treaty 
presented for the approval of the Senate. 


‘The twelve original questions in the pro- 


tocol have all been thoroughly canvassed by 
the commissioners, who have arrived at a 
basis of agreement upon nearly all of them. 
In the matter of the fur seals of Bering Sea 
it is probable that the American government 
will purchase the ships and equipment of the 
Canadian sealers on condition that all Cana- 
dian rights to the seal fisheries in Bering 
Sea be surrendered. 


Few, if any, changes will probably be made 


in the laws governing the fisheries’ of the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts. As to the inland 
fisheries, it is likely that both governments 
will agree to adopt uniform laws for the 
better protection of the fish. 

The question of the delimitation and estab- 
lishment of the Alaskan-Canadian boundary

Little, if any, change will be made in the 
present bonding privileges. Both countries 
Beem to be satisfied with the laws as they 
are, but the Canadian railroads may be re- 
quired to operate under limitations similar 
to those of the United States. 

In the matter of the alien labor question it 
is likely that the Canadian government will 
adopt laws similar to those of the United 
States, with a view to checking the importa- 
tion of objectionable European cheap labor,

The question of the mining rights of the 
citizens or subjects of each country within 
the territory of the other has not been fully 
settled, but it concerns the gold fields of 
Alaska principally, and will, no doubt, be 
settied satisfactorily to both governments. 

The treaty of 1817, which prohibited the 
building and maintenance of war vessels on 
the great lakes beyond one revenue cutter 
for each government, will probably be modi- 
fied to the extent of permittjng the lake ship-

‘MAROUISE DE FONTENOY'S LEPEER. 


(Copyright, 1803, by the Marquise de Fontenog. } 
Among the most important factors in the 
present crisis at Paris is the swelled head of 
President Faure, who seems to have lost 
all hie common sense, and his genial democ- 
racy since his memorable visit to the court of 
the Czar. Welcomed: there with sovereign 
honors, he seems to have taken such a fancy 
for the prerogatives and honors then con- 
ceded to him, as to unfit him for ordinary, 
every day life. He cannot bear the though 
of quitting the Elysée, and surrendering to 
another the chief magistracy of the republic. 

Consequently he is lending a willing ear 


to the ring of Generals and staff officers, 


who see in the establishment of a dictator- 
ship based on military terrorism, and a 
consequent suspension of the constitution, 
and the dissolution of a legislature like the 
present Cabinet, pledged to a revision of the 
Dreyfus trial, the enly_ means of escaping the 
disgrace, nay, even the loss of liberty and 
life which must inevitably fall to their share 
in the event of the so-called Dreyfus scandal 
with all its perjuries, its forgeries, and its 
murders being laid bare. . 
— 

A dictatorship based on the support of the 
army would enable President Faure to retain 
his position at the head of the French na- 


tion indefinitely, and would at the same time 


free him from all kinds of constitutional and 
ministerial restrictions to which he is now 
subjected, and under which he frets and 
chafes. 

General Zurlinden, whom he has appointed 
military Governor of Paris, and whocan- 
not be removed by the Cabinet, has it in his 
power to proclaim martial law, which is the 
first step toward a military dictatorship, at 
any moment when the President considers 


„that the condition of affairs at Paris is suf- 


ficiently disturbed to warrant it, and as 
President and Premier are now at daggers 
drawn a coup d’état and dictatorship may be 
looked for at any moment. 

Innumerable stories are current at Paris, 
and elsewhere, concerning the tremendous 
AMiquette by which President Faure, in imi- 
tation of Prince Louis Napoleon on the eve 
of the latter’s coup d'état in December, 1851, 
is surrounding himself. No one is permitted 
to speak to the President unless first spok 
to by the latter, and some of his old 
friends, when venturing on the strength of 
“Auld Lang Syne to address Felix Faure 
as in days of yore, have been treated toa 
cold and chilling stare through the Presi- 
dential eye glass, and to a whispered admo- 
nition by one of the officers of the Presiden- 
tial household that it was contrary to eti- 
quette to speak to the. President until 
spoken to by him. 


The Duchess of Genoa, along with her hus- 
band, who is the only brother of Queen 
Marguerite, and an Admiral of the Italian 
navy, is now engaged in accomplishing her 
annual long-distance ride from Turin to 
Munich, some idea of the distance to be 
traversed being indicated by the fact that 
it takes by rail more than twenty hours to 
do the trip. The Duchess rides on horse- 
back the entire way there and back each 
year, escorted by her husband and the gen- 
tlemen and ladies of her household, doing 
from forty to fifty miles each day. — 

She enjoys the distinction of being the 
only red-haired Princess of the blood in 
Christendom. True, there are some royal 
and imperial ladies who have seen fit to tint 
their tresses of gold witha reddish*hue. But 
the young Duchess of Genoa is the only one 
whose superb wealth of hair is decidedly 
and distinctly carroty by nature.

As usual with women thus endowed, she 
has a superb complexion of the most snowy 
and milky white, of which she ts inordinately 
proud, and of which she takes the utmost 
care, using a whole basketful of freshly- 
gathered lemons sliced up and placed in her 
morning bath. She is tall, thin, and possessed 
of a splendid carriage, and in spite of her 
somewhat haughty appearance she is at 
heart quite as bon-enfant as are most of the 
Princesses of her house, that of. Bavaria. 
For she is one of the many Duchesses of the 
reigning House of Bavaria, and the sister 
of that Princess Elvira who .has been the

tions of elegance and chic which one does not 
ordinanly expect to find in any woman who 
is nota Parisienne. She vies with her sister- 
in-law, Queen Marguerite, on the score of 
toilet, and always looks exactly as if she had 
stepped straight out of a bandbox, so neat, 
natty, and dainty does she appear. 

This is all the more astonishing, since she 
is quite ag unconventional as that other 
Italian Duchess, Princess Laetitia, widow 
of King Humbert’s brother. She is egthu- 
siastic about sports and athletics of every. 
form, fencing, skating, playing tennis, sail- 
ing, and, above all, is a swimmer absolutely 
> without rival, at any rate among the royal 
personages of Europe. e

Ex-Controller Eckels Makes a Sugges- 
tion at Linseed Oil Meeting—Euston 
and McCulloh Ready to Go. 


At the conference of the National Linseed 
Oil stockholders, held in the Old Colony 
Building yesterday, no definite results were 
accomplished, as the St. Louis representa- 
tives claimed that they were delegated 
‘with authority only to investigate the books 
of the company and to make a report. 

Various opinions of what ought to be done 
to retrieve the financial standing of the 
company were discussed. The opinion 
which met with most general approval of 
stockholders present, and which will doubt- 
less ultimately be carried into effect, was 
that extended by ex-Controller Eckels, who 
attended the meeting at the request of some 
of the large stockholders. 

Mr. Eckels’ plan is as folloWs: The stock- 
holders to sign an agreement to loan the 
company $1,800,000, for working capital, and 
to receive therefor notes of the company, 
secured by second mortgage or debenture 
bends. The money thus furnished to be 
dispensed according to legitimate require- 
ment by the company acting as trustee un- 
der the agreement. * 


Officials Must All Resign. 

Also that on the date of the signing of 
this agreement, and according to an implied 
understanding, all of the present officials 
and directors of the National Linseed Oil 
company must tender their resignations to 
the stockholders. 

Mr. Eckels at the meeting asked President 
Euston and Vice President McCulloh if they 
were prepared to resign as a preliminary to 
the success of this plan, and they replied 
that they and other officials were ready to 
retire from the service of the company so 
soon as successors could be chosen. The 
stockholders present appeared unantmous 
in the wish to prevent a receivership—and 
Mr. Eckels’ plan was looked on as the safe 
way out of the difficulties. It was also de- 
cided that if the present reorganization 
scheme should be carried out the pres- 
ent Olcott committee be continued, but that 
Mr. Eckels of Chicago and Mr. Linley of 
St. Louis be included on the eommittee. 
About 80,0000 shares were represented at 
the meeting. of: which 80,000 were from Bt. 
Louis. 

Sufficient Stock Deposited. 

According to a dispatch from New York 
more than a majority of the stocks and bonds 
of the Minnesota Iron, the Illinois Steel, and

DECIDES ON THE 
CALUMET DITCH. 


Local Improvement Board In- 
dorses Plan to Drain Re- 
gion Into Canal. 


TO BUILD SAG FEEDER. 


Ninety-fifth Street District Sewer 
System Will Be Con- 
structed Later. 


FOR SPECIAL LEGISLATION. 


Action looking to a settlement of the Calu- 
met River drainage troubles was taken by 
the Board of Local Improvements yesterday. 
It was agreed that a system of sewers should 
be büllt according to plans already presented 
to drain the territory between Seventy-fifth 
and Ninety-fifth streets, Ashland avenue 
and the lake (the Ninety-fifth street dis- 
trict). These sewers are to empty into the 
Calumet, but before they are built a ditch 
capable of carrying 55,000 cubic feet of water 
@ minute must be dug from the Calumet 
River to the drainage canal through the Sag 


To @o this it will be necessary for the terri- | 


tory south of Eighty-eeventh street not now 
included in the sanitary district to be an- 
mexed. It will require special legislation at 
Springfield and a vote of the people in the 
ferritory in question to accomplish this. 
The sewers for the Ninety-fifth street dis- 
trict are to be built by special assessment. 
The Drainage Trustees will build the ditch 


through the Sag when the territory outside 


the present sanitary district is annexed, 
eo that it can pay for its share of the work. 
This decision was the result of the attitude 
of the city and the Drainage Trustees. The 
city said it would not allow any more sewage 
to be emptied into the Calumet River until 
the current had been diverted into the drain- 
age canal. The trustees adopted a resolu- 
Alon that they would not build the ditch nec- 
essary to so divert the water of the Calumet 
unless the territory south of Eighty-seventy 
street, which would benefit by it, was an. 
nexed to the Sanitary District. 


Preliminary Work on Sewers. 

The question to be decided now is whether 
this territory will be so annexed, and, as 
said, it requires legislation at Springfield 
this winter and an affirmative vote by the 
peopie of the district in question. In the 
meantime preliminary work towards build. 
ing the Ninety-fifth street sewer system will 

_be begun. 

Nearly 100 property-owners attended the 
public meeting in the Council Chamber to 
discuss the project. Commissioner McGann 
presided and Trustees Carter, Wenter, and 
Malfette of the Drainage board were pres- 
ent. Among others present were Attorney 
Green and Leslie Carter, representing. the 
Chicago and Calumet Canal and Dock com- 
pany; E. F. Roby, Alderman Bennett of the 
Thirty-fourth Ward, Alderman Mavor, Al- 
derman Nagle, and Alderman Badenoch. 

Seoretary Davidson read the report of the 
city’s engineering experts recommending 
the construction of the Sag ditch. The re. 
port of the Committee on Federal Relations 
of the Drainage board was then read. It ad- 
vised the property-owners either to organize 
a new drainage district or be annexed to the 


Present district, and urged, whatever plan 


be followed, that action be taken at once. 
It pointed out that so long as the Calumet 
River flowed into the lake the water from 
ann street crib would be pol- 
uted. 

The report declared the ditch through the 
Sag was the only feasible way to drain the 
district and favored cotperating with the 
Mayor and Commissioner of Public Works. 
It concluded with recommending that the 
city build the Calumet outlet as planned. In 
case the city failed to do this it declared the 
only solution lay in organizing a separate 
district or annexing the Calumet territory. 


Some Want a Ship Canal. 


P ™. Commissioner of Public Works McGann 
then outlined the policy of the city admin-. 


istration by declaring that not another 
sewer emptying into the Calumet River 
would be built until provision had been made 
for diverting that stream into the drainage 
channel. He thought the Sag Canal could 
be built in less that two years. A few prop- 
erty-Owners present wanted the federal 


government to build the outlet and make it 


a ship canal.

H. Eckels, President of the Commercial National 
Bank, in treating of The Country’s Great In- 
terests, linked the insurance company with the 

railroad corporation, the telegraph, and the bank 
in importance to the world of commerce. He was 
frequently interrupted with applause. 

am not wholly familiar with the history of 
fire insurance,“ Mr. Eckels said. but I venture 
the statement that a careful inquiry into it would 
reveal the fact, that, like the bank, it came into 
being at the behest of commerce. Its benefits in 
the first Instance, individual in their character, are 
in a last analysis, public, for the public is always, 
in a large measure at least, interested in the re- 
placement of the property of the citizen, and any 
agency which contributes to this end is entitled to 
public support, and must be subject to public 
scrutiny. Its large employment of capital, the 
volume and character of the business done, and the 
number of its clientage, necessarily ranks the fire 
insurance interest as one of the great interests of 
the country, quasi public in its nature and ranking 


in importance with those other institutions, the 


bank, the railway, the steamship, and the tele- 
graph, all born of a common parentage, and con- 
tinuing contributors to the greatness of the com- 
mercial world. As such they can justly claim 
from commerce a generous support and a fair 
measure of compensation for every service ren- 
dered. I have said that these great interests of the 
country, quasi public in their character and opera- 
tions, were entitled to public support and protec- 
tion, and within reason should be subject to public 
supervision and scrutiny. That supervision should 
always be measured by the absolute necessities of 
the case and never degenerate into supervision for 
supervision’s sake. Exxcessive supervision is worse 
than no supervision at all. Too much government- 
al interference hampers and retards instead of aids 
and advances the corporate powers for doing good. 
The individual must have some latitude within 
which to conduct the business he has engaged 
upon, or else the public and the private indiv idual 
at times be subject to needless embarrassment 
and loss.“ 

William A. Fricke, Insurance Commissioner of 
Wisconsin, made some pertinent suggestions in 
his paper, entitled Duties and 1 
Powers of an Insurance Commissioner.“ He be- 
gan with the statement that the supervision of in- 
surance companiés as now carried out is unsatis- 
factory, and expressed the opinion that no Com- 
missioner or examiner should ever be allowed to 
accept a single cent for examination, but should 
look to his State for his expenses at all times. He 
suggested the framing of a law providing that all 
fire insurance companies shall pay on Feb. 1 a 
tax of 8 per cent upon the premium receipts after 
deducting all losses paid in the State, this sum to 
be in lieu of all other taxes except those on real es- 
tate. Dr. Fricke said it was safe to assume that 
insurance companies would always be called upon 
to pay tribute, in the shape of taxes, and there was 
no reason why the taxes should not be made just. 

At the afternoon session committees reported on 
the names of members who have died since the last 
annual meeting, of whom retiring President J. H. 
Lenehan spoke particularly in his address. They 
were: E. L. Allen, Frank Varn Voorhis, S. H. 
Southwick, A. J. Cramer, and W. E. Clifford. 

Franklin H. Wentworth of the Chicago Elec- 
trical Bureau, National Board of Fire Under- 
writers, read axpaper on Municipal Control of 
Electrical Hazards.’’ He pointed out where this 
control was of benefit to the insurance interests, 
saying its success eventually must be astonishing. 
Satisfactory ordinances governing this matter, he 
said, had been secured in fifty-seven cities, employ- 
ing sixty-six inspectors, at an aggregate expense 
of $70,000.

According to General Manager Rawn of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern 37,997 
people were carried into Cincinnati by all 
lines on the occasion of the thirty-secona an- 
nual encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, Sept. 3 to 12, inclusive. The Bal- 
timore and Ohio Southwestern carried about 
30 per-cent of the travel.

HILL’S AIM IS A MONOPOLY. 


By Shortening His Route from Twin 
Cities to Duluth He Will Have 
the Fastest Service. 


West Superior, Wis., Sept. 28.—It is now 
said that the Fosston branch is only the 
beginning of J. J. Hill's plan to take the 
crooks out of several of his lines of rail- 
road where a straightening will give him an 
advantage over competitors, and that evi- 
dence of this is given in preparations for 
the construction of cutoff to the Twin Cities. 

The starting point for the proposed cut- 
off is Mora, Minn, where the Great North- 
ern line curves to the westward, making 
quite a circuit to reach Anoka. By build- 
ing a bee line from Mora to some point 
near Anoka, passing through ‘Kennebec, 
Isanti, and Anoka Counties, the distance 
between the two points would be reduced 
to sixty miles, whereas the present route 


from Mora to Anoka is over ninety miles in 


length. The effect this would have on the 
through service from the Twin Cities to 
Duluth and Superior is readily realized, the 
main object of. Hill being, of course, to 
gain more of a monopoly on the business, 
especially passenger and mail. 

The St. Paul and Duluth at present has 
the shortest line by many miles, and conse- 
quently makes better time to St. Paul, al- 
though the Eastern presses closely, getting 
to Minneapolis on better time. Mr. Hill 
would aim to have the fastest service in 
every respect, and thus obtain the govern- 
ment through mail contract, as well as cap- 
ture a larger share of the passenger busi- 
ness. In the freight business also the new 


line would cut down time and expense for 


the Great Northern.

Recognized by Few. 

Between the time of his arrival and the
